To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1952. 

The  vital  statistics  show  in  many  respects  a 
satisfactory  trend,  notably  in  regard  to  infant  and  maternal 
mortality  and  mortality  from  infectious  diseases,  including 
tuberculosis.  On  the  other  hand  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system  and  cancer  continue  to  be  the  major  causes  of  death. 

Tlie  birth  rate  was  13-5  as  compared  with  15*4  and 
15*3  for  the  Administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales 
respectively.  Of  the  total  births  registered  3-7  per  cent 
were  illegitimate  as  compared  with  3*4  in  1951. 

The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  11.1  as  compared 
with  13.8  in  1951.  Seventy  seven  per  cent  of  all  deaths 
were  of  persons  aged  60  years  and  over.  Diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  and  cancer  accounted  for  57  per  cent 
and  16  per  cent  of  all  deaths  respectively. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  was  0.22  as  com- 
pared with  0,19  for  the  Administrative  County  and  0.24  for 
England  and  Wales. 

There  were  3 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  16.0  as  compared  with 
30.0  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  and  27.6 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Eor  the  sixth  successive  year  there  were  no  maternal 

deaths . 


Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  moderately  prevalent 
during  the  year,  and  6 cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  confirmed. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year 
and  the  District  has  now  been  completely  free  from  this 
disease  for  the  last  four  years.  This  most  gratifying 
situation  must  not  lead  to  complacency,  as  it  can  only  be 
maintained  if  every  effort  is  made  to  have  every  child 
immunised,  preferably  before  its  first  birthday. 

The  value  of  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  now 
established  and  the  prospect  of  bringing  the  disease  under 
control  by  this  means  is  very  promising.  If  the  maximum 
benefits  are  to  be  obtained  from  the  protection  afforded, 
whooping  cough  immunisation  should  be  carried  out  if 
possible  during  the  first  six  months  of  life. 

The  home  nurses  and  health  visitors  continue  to 
devote  a large  proportion  of  their  time  to  the  care  of  the 
old  people  in  the  District.  Increasing  assistance  is  also 
being  given  to  the  aged  by  the  home  help  service,  and  out 
of  a total  of  83  cases  receiving  the  services  of  a home 
help  during  the  year  35  were  aged  persons. 
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The  increasing  demand  for  hospital  confinements 
calls  for  comment.  It  is  estimated  that  86  per  cent  of 
the  confinements  of  Horsforth  mothers  during  the  year 
took  place  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes.  Apart  from 
those  cases  where  hospital  confinement  was  necessary  on 
medical  grounds  this  situation  is  attributable  partly  to 
the  mother's  own  attitude  to  her  confinement,  and  also 
to  factors- such  as  housing,  home  circumstances,  a consider- 
able financial  advantage  to  the  mother,  and  the  ready 
availability  of  beds  in  maternity  units  provided  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  in  this  area.  The  effect  has  been 
to  markedly  reduce  the  number  of  domiciliary  confinements 
with  a consequent  feeling  of  frustration  among  the 
domiciliary  midwives. 

As  the  Urban  District  of  Horsforth  is  included 
in  Division  5 of  the  West  Riding  County  Council's 
Divisional  Administration  of  the  Preventive  Medical 
Services,  I have  included,  for  completeness,  information 
and  statistics  relating  to  these  services  in  an  appendix 
to  this  Report. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  kindness  and  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  I also  much  appreciate 
the  help  given  to  me  by  the  officers  of  the  Council  and 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 
Section  47 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
provides  that  when  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a County 
district  certifies  that  a person  is  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapa- 
citated, is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  unable 
to  devote  to  himself,  and  is  not  receiving  from  other  persons 
proper  care  and  attention,  the  County  District  Council  may 
apply  to  a court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for  an  order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and 
his  detention  and  maintenance  there.

The  West  Riding  County  Council  commenced  their 
scheme  for  whooping  cough,  immunisation  in  April,  and 
particulars  are  given  in  xhe  appendix  to  this  report. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis 

Five  cases  were  notified  in  August  and  one  in 
September.  All  the  cases  were  paralytic  in  type. 

Tuberculosis 

Nineteen  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came 
to  notice  during  the  year,  11  by  formal  notification  and 
8 by  other  sources.  There  were  also  7 notified  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  tuberculosis  (all  pulmonary). 

Cases  of  tuberculosis:  in  the  Urban  District  are 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 
74,  New  Briggate,  Leeds. 

Pood  Poisoning 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.  Although 
the  absence  of  notified  cases  can  be  accepted  as  indicating 
that  no  large  scale  outbreaks  occurred,  it  probably  does 
not  represent  the  true  incidence  of  food  poisoning  generally, 
as  many  mild  individual  cases  undoubtedly  occur  which  do  not 
come  to  the  notice  of  the  health  department.

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board 
maternity  accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this 
Division  are  made  by  the  ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s 
own  doctor,  to  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  and  accommodation  is  booked  in  one  or  other  of 
the  following  maternity  homes  according  to  the  wishes  of 
the  patient  and  the' nature. of  the  case:- 

Eour  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth  20  beds 
The  General  Hospital,  Otley  20  beds 

St.  Winifred's  Maternity  Home,  Ilkley  12  beds 

(provisional). 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the 
patient's  own  doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

These  arrangements  are  working  very  satisfactorily. 

A Health  Visitor  on  the  divisional  establishment 
visits  the  Rour  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth,  weekly 
for  the  purposes  of  liaison  and  has  established  cordial 
relations  with  the  hospital  staff.  There  is  free  access  to 
and  interchange  of  information  concerning  the  welfare  of 
the  mothers  in  the  Home. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases 
from  the  Maternity  Units  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and 
Otley  Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional 
Public  Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow  up  by 
the  midwife  or  the  health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be 
arranged.

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2.  Day  Nurseries 

The  demand  for  day  nursery  accommodation  continues 
and  apart  from  casual  absence  due  to  sickness,  all  the  day 
nurseries  have  been  fully  used  and  have  considerable  waiting 
lists.  Children  in  the  age  range  0-5  years  are  admitted 
and  the  categories  eligible  for  admission, in  order  of 
priority,  are  as  follows: - 

(a)  The  young  child  whose  mother  is  ill  or 
having  a baby. 

(b)  The  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  is 
seeking  work. 

(c)  Children  of  parents  who  cannot  find 
suitable  homes  or  are  living  in  over- 
crowded and/or  insanitary  dwellings. 

(d)  The  young  child  of  the  widow  who  must 
educate  and  support  her  family  unassisted, 
and  also  the  young  child  of  the  mother 
whose  husband  is  ill. 

(e)  The  child  whose  mother  is  engaged  in  the 
textile  industry  or  other  export  industiy. 

(f)  The  child  whose  mother  is  engaged  in  the 
armaments  industry. 

(g)  Other  reasons. 

The  nurseries  are  recognised  by  the  Ministries  of 
Health  and  Education  as  training  centres  for  students  for 
the  certificate  of  the  National  Nursery  Examination  .Board. 

All  the  children  attending  the  nurseries  are 
medically  examined  monthly,  and  diphtheria  immunisation  is

3.  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  cursing  of  premature 
babies  at  home  is  stationed  at  the  ‘rs^sey  Ambulance  Depot 
from  which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time  day  or 
night  at  the  request  of  a doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  Gibson 
and  Nurse  Roberts  have  attended  a special  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at  the  Sorrento  Maternity 
Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  them  to 
be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  they  can 
advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  cars. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card 
for  the  birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it 
is  5i-lbs.  or  less  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature*

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4.  Care  of  "the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  -unmarried  mothers 
and  their  children  to  give  any  necessary  help  and  advice. 
Effective  co— operation  exists  between  the  Divisional 
Public  Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory  and  voluntary 
bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the  many  social 
problems  which  these  cases  frequently  present . 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility 
within  prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to 
Homes  for  Unmarried  Mothers.  Six  mothers  and  their  babies 
who  were  residents  in  the  Division  were  admitted  to  such 
Homes  during  the  year  under  these  arrangements.

HEALTH  VISITING 

Under  Section  24  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  health  visiting  became,  for  the  first  time  in 
its  history,  a statutory  duty.  The  relevant  section  says: 
"It  shall  be  a duty  of  every  local  health  authority  to 
make,  provision  in  their  area  for  the  visiting  of  persons 
in  the  homes  by  visitors,  to  be  called  "health  visitors", 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young 
children,  persons  suffering  from  illness  and  expectant 
or  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection."  Previously  the  health 
visitor  was  mainly  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  mothers 
and  young  children  under  five  years,  and  although  this  must 
continue  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work,  she  is  now 
also  concerned  with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the 
family  as  a unit,  and  the  scope  of  her  work  has  consequently 
been  very  considerably  extended  and  broadened.  She  is  a 
health  teacher  and  family  adviser  with  an  expert  knowledge 
of  the  care  of  children.  Her  sphere  of  interest  includes 
the  care  of  expectant  mothers  and  young  children;  the  care 
and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness;  the  ca,.re 
of  the  aged;  duties  at  Infant  Welfare,  Ante-Natal  and 
School  Clinics;  School  Medical  work;  the  prevention  of 
infectious  disease;  supervision  of  Home  Helps.  In  the 
performance  of  her  duties  she  co-operates  with  other  health 
and  social  workers  to  ensure  that  statutory  and  voluntary 
services  are  made  available  to  the  family  when  required. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in 
the  Division  for  health  visitor  students  who  were  taking 
the  course  of  training,  arranged  jointly  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  University  of  Leeds,  for  the  Health 
Visitors'  Certificate.

HOME  NURSING 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  continues  to  fill  a most 
pressing  need  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  hospital  beds 
especially  for  the  aged  chronic  sick,  and  the  early  discharge 
of  patients  from  hospital  owing  to  the  pressure  on  hospital 
accommodation* 


Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with 
general  practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation 
to  this  service. 


Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equip- 
ment for  loan  to  patients  who  ar-e  being  nursed  at  home* 
Large  articles  of  equipment  such  as  wheel  chairs,  etc*  are 
stored  at  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office,  and  are 
available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

Miss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council’s 
Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in 
connection  with  the  supervision  and  training  of  mentally 
defective  persons  in  the  Division,  who  are  under  statutory 
supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence  from  Institutions. 
She  is  also  concerned  with  the  after-care  of  persons 
discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  although  little  work  has 
been  done  in  this  direction,  as  this  is  mainly  carried  out 
by  the  social  worker  attached  to  the  local  Mental  Hospital. 

Miss  M.  Moxon,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the 
training  of  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds 
Mental  Health  Service  for  children  who  have  been  reported 
to  the  Local  Health  Authority  as  ineducable  and  who  are 
living  at  home,  to  attend  daily  at  the  West  Leeds  Occupa- 
tion Centre,  Armley  Grange,  Stanningley  Road,  Leeds.

Tuberculosis 

The  visiting  of  tuberculous  patients  in  the 
Division  is  carried  out  by  two  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitors,  who  also  have  similar  duties  in  neighbouring 
Divisions.  These  health  visitors  also  attend  the  Chest 
Clinics  which  serve  the  Division  and  thereby  provide  a 
valuable  link  between  the  clinics  and  the  care  and  after- 
oare  services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest 
Physicians  and  the  Health  Department  in  relation  to  the 
care  of  tuberculous  cases,  including  such  aspects  as  re- 
housing, provision  of  extra  nourishment,  provision  of 
bedding,  provision  of  domiciliary  open-air  shelters, 

Z-ray  of  home  helps  working  in  tuberculous  households, 
the  follow-up  of  contacts,  B.C.G-.  vaccination,  and  the 
supply  of  information  for  correction  of  the  tuberculosis 
registers. 


Forty-five  patients  were  receiving  free  extra 
nourishment  (two  pints  of  milk  daily)  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


Recuperative  Homes 

G-eneral  convalescence  is  provided  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  in  Convalescent  Homes  throughout 
the  country  in  approved  cases  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  patient's  doctor.  Such  convalescence  is  intended  to 
provide  a rest  and  change  of  environment  for  those  who 
require  it  and  is  distinct  from  convalescence  provided 
as  a continuation  of  hospital  treatment  which  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

INTRODUCTION 


HOUSING 


Manor  Road,

August,  1953# 

Ten  years  ago,  when  I took  over  this  office  from 
the  late  Mr.  L.  Grimshaw  and  he  and  I discussed  the  general 
position,  we  little  thought  that  the  passage  of  a decade 
would  see  so  littlo  apparent  progress  in  bringing  our 
problems  to  a reasonable  solution* 

Although  we  were  then  at  a most  difficult  time 
in  the  War  struggle,  there  was  a general  feeling  of 
confidence  that  the  opening  of  the  "second  front"  would 
not  be  long  delayed,  and  that  with  the  coming  of  Victory 
great  and  rapid  strides  would  be  taken  in  an  overwhelming 
attack  on  the  evils  of  bad  housing  and  poor  sanitary 
conditions  * 

Unfortunately,  unforeseen  difficulties,  largely 
financial,  have  necessitated  the  curtailment  of  many 
desirable  and  urgent  post-war  reforms,  and  our  natural 
dreams  of  rapidly  re-building  our  land  to  improved  standards 
of  living  conditions  has  faded.  Realistic  assessment  of 
our  position  has  shown  that  as  yet  we  are  not  able  to  afford 
some  of  the  more  extensive  schemes  of  improvement,  and  that 
the  unfortunate  ones  who,  in  their  housing  or  working 
conditions,  find  much  that  is  of  a poor  standard,  must 
perforce  'wait  somewhat  longer  before  improvements  are 
available  * 

It  must  not  be  thought,  however,  that  the  Council 
have  achieved  nothing  during  these  years;  it  is  only  when 
one  looks  back  over  the  post-war  period  and  considers  the 
strides  that  have  been  made  in  improving  conditions  under 
which  food  is  prepared  and  sold,  the  creation  of  better 
conditions  in  workplaces,  and  the  considerable  amount  of 
housing  repair  work  that  has  been  done,  that  any  true 
measure  of  the  gradual  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  district  is  apparent. 

The  year*  s work  in  dealing  with  unfit  housing  has 
again  been  largely  one  of  marking  time  and  endeavouring  to 
alleviate  the  most  serious  conditions  until  the  Council*  s 
house-building  programme  could  provide  sufficient  new 
accommodation  to  make  re-housing  possible. 
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It  was  unfortunate  that  once  more  circumstances 
arose  which,  retarded  the  production  of  Council-owned  houses, 
and  only  8 three-hedroomed  houses  and  10  aged  persons 
bungalows  were  completed.  There  was  no  great  activity  in 
the  building  of  privately-owned  houses,  11  were  erected 
during  the  year,  but  it  was  anticipated  that  the  promised 
relaxation  of  the  controls  on  private  building  would 
improve  this  position  in  1953* 

I have  drawn  attention  in  previous  reports  to  the 
absence  of  any  marked  willingness  on  the  part  of  many  owners 
to  do  necessary  maintenance  work  on  their  property,  a factor 
which  is  undoubtedly  linked  with  the  limitation  of  rents  and 
the  constantly  increasing  costs  of  building  work. 

This  position  continued  during  1952,  and  a large  proportion 
of  the  repair  work  that  was  done  undoubtedly  commenced  with 
a request  from  this  Department.  The  number  of  cases  where 
informal  action  failed  to  secure  a remedy  and  Statutory 
powers  had  to  be  invoked  were  somewhat  less  this  year,  but 
remain  sufficiently  high  to  indicate  a serious  resistance 
to  our  initial,  infomal  requests. 

Proceedings  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1 936, 
were  commenced  in  six  cases  - the  largest  number  in  any  one 
year  since  the  War.  This  is  woefully  inadequate  when  the 
condition  of  some  of  the  worst  houses  is  considered,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  increased  house-building  in  1953  might  allow 
of  more  activity  under  these  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act. 

It  should  be  appreciated  that  certain  of  the  properties 
dealt  with  under  Section  11  would  be  more  appropriately 
dealt  with  by  Clearance  Area  procedure,  and  that  certain 
other  property  has  not  received  active  consideration  because 
inclusion  in  a Clearance  Area  would  be  the  only  practicable 
solution. 

We  have  no  accurate  information  of  the  position  with 
regard  to  overcrowding,  and  the  constant  changes  in  our 
population  would  make  a survey  of  little  use  at  the  present 
tine.  Cases  that  have  cone  to  our  notice  have  received 
sympathetic  consideration  by  the  Housing  Committee,  and 
alternative  accommodation  is  offered  as  early  as  practicable. 
The  number  of  applicants  for  Council-owned  houses  on  the 
1st  January  was  listed  as  491,  but  it  must  be  appreciated 
that  this  number  only  represents  cases  of  considerable  need, 
and  that  many  would-be  tenants  of  Council-owned  houses  have 
not  so  far  secured  admission  to  the  list.  The  figures  were 
revised  during  the  year  and  106  cases  were  removed  from  the 
active  list,  so  that  after  the  allocation  of  37  houses  and 
the  admission  of  47  new  cases,  the  waiting  list  stood  at 
395  at  the  close  of  the  year.

We  commenced  the  licensing  year  1952  with  a "ceiling'1 
of  £4,260,  up  to  which  limit  we  were  empowered  to  issue 


Building  Licences  in  respect  of  works  of  maintenance,  repair, 


conversion,  adaptation,  extension,  reconditioning  and  improve- 
ment of  dwellinghouses.  Owners  were  allowed  to  carry  out 
£1 00-worth  of  work  during  a twelve  months  period  without 
Licences# 


For  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  licensing 
continued  on  this  basis,  and  17  Licences  totalling  £2,51 0-worth 
of  work  were  issued.  On  the  1st  July,  the  limit  of  £100 
mentioned  above  was  raised  to  £200  and  there  was  an  immediate 


drop  in  requests  for  Licences,  so  that  during  the  second 
six  months  only  one  Licence  was  issued,  and  that  for  work  to 
the  value  of  £240,  bringing  the  total  of  Licences  issued 
during  the  year  to  18  and  the  total  value  to  £2,750# 


Thh  use  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  in  our  endeavours  to  deal  with  the  problems  of  the 
use  of  moveable  dwellings  has  once  again  focussed  attention 
on  the  urgent  need  for  more  appropriate  legislation# 

This  Urban  District,  being  largely  residential  in 
character  and  possessing  many  pleasing  semi-rural  areas, 
presents  an  irresistible  attraction  to  persons  who  elect 
to  live  permanently  in  caravans  and  who  wish  to  have  the  best 
of  rural  surroundings  adjacent  to  well-developed  urban 
amenities • 
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The  majority  of  those  persons  make  an  informal 
approach  to  ascertain  our  views  before  making  formal  use 
of  the  Statutory  provisions,  and  many  hard  words  are  used 
to  describe  our  apparent  indifference  to  their  needs* 

In  few  cases  are  we  able  to  make  these  people  see  our  point 
of  view  as  to  the  inadequacy  of  caravans  as  permanent  living 
accommodation,  and  the  potential  nuisance  involved  in  their 
siting  in  proximity  to  developed  areas  of  the  district,  but 
these  interviews  usually  result  in  the  abandonment  of 
applications  for  Licences* 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  one  exception, 
all  attempts  to  bring  moveable  dwellings  into  use  in  the 
district  since  the  last  War  have  been  designed  to  secure 
all- the-y ear-round  living  facilities,  and  not  the  week-end 
or  holiday  use  for  which  the  vast  majority  of  caravans  are 
planned  • One  must  express  a regret  that  it  is  still  possible 
for  persons  to  acquire  these  vans  for  permanent  housing 
accommodation  on  the  understanding,  and  very  often  with  the 
assurance,  that  they  are  suitable  for  this  purpose,  and  that 
it  is  only  after  they  have  taken  up  this  way  of  life  that  the 
difficulties  of  scouring  the  necessary  Licences  and  permissions 
are  realised* 

Seven  formal  applications  were  received;  in  two  cases 
a Licence  for  a fixed  period  was  granted,  subject  to 
conditions,  one  application  was  withdrawn,  and  four  were  refused. 

One  of  these  refusals  gave  rise  to  an  appeal  by  the 
applicant.  The  Licence  had  been  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the 
caravan  was  not  suitable  for  permanent  occupation,  and  that  the 
suggested  site  was  unsuitable  because  of  its  close  proximity  to 
dwollinghouses.  His  case  was  based  on  a suggestion  of 
unreasonableness  in  the  attitude  of  the  Council  and  a contention 
that  it  was  wrong  to  suggest  that  the  caravan  (a  proprietory 
type  of  trailer  caravan)  was  not  suitable  for  permanent  use, 
but  the  Magistrates,  after  hearing  the  case,  intimated  that  they 
were  satisfied  that  the  Council  had  acted  properly  in  this  matter 

At  the  close  of  the  year  two  site  Licences  were  in  force 
and  three  Licences  to  erect  or  station  and  use  moveable 
dwellings* 

Much  has  been  written  in  previous  years  on  the  state 
of  the  River  Aire  as  it  passes  on  your  Southerly  boundary, 
and  of  its  tributary  streams.  There  was  no  material 
alteration  of  the  position  during  the  year,  and  the  river 
apparently  remains  just  as  foul. 

It  i3  known  that  in  the  years  since  the  War  the 
Rivers  Board  and  its  predecessor  have  been  very  active  in 
bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  those  causing  pollution  to  remedy 
the  position,  but  it  is  a very  slow  process  and  one  which  is 
hampered  by  restriction  on  capital  expenditure  and  by  the 
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delays  attendant  on  present-day  civil  engineering  work* 

We  can  but  express  a hope  that  future  years  might  see 
considerable  improvement  as  a result  of  these  endeavours* 

Previous  remarks  with  regard  to  lack  of  adequate 
surface  wo.ter  drainage  in  many  parts  of  the  district  are 
still  appropriate,  and  until  an  extensive  scheme  of  sewering 
and  making  of  private  streets  can  be  put  in  hand,  nuisances 
from  this  cause  will  continue. 

The  first  part  of  a scheme  for  relieving  the  old 
stone  sewer  at  Newlay  (now  used  for  surface  water  purposes) 
was  completed  and  an  overflow  provided  into  the  storm  water 
sewer  in  Newlay  Lane.  The  carrying  out  of  this  work  has 
prevented  further  flooding  in  this  area* 

The  work  in  the  Outwood  Lane  area  foreshadowed  in 
my  last  report,  has  still  not  been  completed  owing  to 
protracted  negotiations  for  a necessary  easement,  ^t  is 
hoped  that  the  works  will  be  completed  during  1 953 • 

There  are  93  houses  in  the  district  which  are  still 
not  served  by  the  Council' s sewers,  sewage  from  these  houses 
being  dealt  with  by  means  of  cesspools  or  small  private 
disposal  plants.  Except  in  the  case  of  premises  situated  in 
the  agricultural  zone,  this  method  of  disposal  is  far  from 
satisfactory  and  gives  rise  to  constant  difficulties  and 
embarrassment  to  occupiers.  Six  of  the  houses  in  the  district 
are  connected  to  the  sewers  of  Aireborough  Urban  District 
Council  and  six  to  a sewer  in  the  City  of  Leeds* 

There  has  been  no  opportunity  for  producing  any 
scheme  of  converting  the  sanitary  accommodation  other  than 
waterclosets  into  waterclosets,  and  the  figures  for  this  type 
of  convenience  remain  as  follows:  -

Chemical  closets  9 

Until  further  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  can 
be  made,  there  is  little  that  can  be  done  towards  improving 
this  position,  apart  from  the  possibility  of  draining  one  or 
two  further  premises  into  the  sewers  of  Leeds  Corporation. 

In  my  last  report  I drew  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  arising  from  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  the 
Schools  in  the  district.  There  has  been  little  change  in 
this  position  and  parents  continue  to  express  their  horror 
that  this  part  of  the  educational  facilities  which  are 
provided  does  not  keep  pace  with  improvement  in  other  spheres.

The  Council*  s Waterworks  supplies  water  to  4# 579 
houses  out  of  the  4? 60 4 houses  in  the  district,  and  all  new 
buildings  have  been  linked  with  the  Council' s mains  when 
erected.  Of  the  25  houses  not  so  supplied,  7 received 
their  water  from  the  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company*  s mains 
and  the  remainder  obtained  supplies  from  wells  and  springs.

The  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 » came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  April,  1952,  The  provisions  of  the  Act,  designed 
to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals,  require  amongst  other 
things,  the  licensing,  with  certain  exceptions,  of  pet  shops. 

There  are  no  establishments  in  the  district  solely 
devoted  to  the  sale  of  pets,  and  a number  of  shops  in  which 
the  sale  of  pets  was  carried  on  as  a side  line  discontinued 
this  part  of  their  business  on  being  informed  of  the  necessity 
of  obtaining  Licences. 

It  is  believed  that  there  is  a considerable  sale  of 
pets  on  private  premises  under  arrangements  which  do  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act, 

(i)  Milk  supply. 

In  previous  reports  I have  dealt  at  length  with  the 
advantages  to  the  consumer  in  the  purchase  of  graded  milk, 
and  have  been  able  to  record  a steady  increase  in  the  demand 
for  this  product.  This  increase  has  been  well  maintained 
and  it  is  obvious  that  the  amount  of  raw  milk  now  distributed 
is  small.  During  the  year  one  Dairyman  with  an  extensive 
round,  ceased  to  deal  in  raw  milk  and  changed  over  completely 
to  the  sale  of  graded  milk. 
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The  general  standard  of  the  milk  supply  is  good, 
and  sampling  during  the  year  produced  the  following  results:

All  the  Chemical  samples  were  reported  to  be 
genuine,  although  one  of  the  samples  had  a solids-not-fat 
content  below  the  presumptive  limit  of  8,f$£  set  down  in  the 
Sa.le  of  Milk  Regulations,  1 939  • The  freezing  point  test 
indicated  that  in  this  particular  case  water  had  not  been 
added  to  the  milk. 

For  a number  of  years  now  I have  reported  to  you 
similar  cases  where  samples  have  revealed  the  production 
of  milk  which  is  below  the  general  standard.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  encouragement  given  to  Fanners  to  produce 
more  milk  from  their  herds  is  not  coupled  with  parallel 
encouragement  to  produce  a high  grade  product.  To  produce 
more  milk  but  with  a higher  water  content  seems  such  a 
waste  of  foodstuffs  and  animal  effort.

(ii)  Meat. 

Arrangements  outlined  in  former  years  have  continued 
to  operate.  The  meat  received'  for  distribution  in  Horsforth 
comes  from  the  Leeds  distribution  centre  and  is  distributed 
by  a representative  of  the  Horsforth  Butchers'  Association. 
The  transport  and  methods  of  distribution,  whiSst  gradually 
improving,  leave  much  to  be  desired. 
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(iii)  Ice-Cream* 

Thirty-six  premises  are  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  14  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938# 
for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream  or  the  storage  of  Ice-Cream 
intended  for  sale.  Three  of  these  premises  are  also 
registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice-Cream,  but  only 
one  is  regularly  used  for  this  purpose.  Practically 
all  Ice-Cream  sold  is  now  wrapped  at  the  point  of 
manufacture  and  there  is  very  little  sale  of  the  loose 
product.  There  were  58  inspections  of  these  premises 
and  in  general  conditions  were  found  to  be  good. 

Twenty-five  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  grading. 

15  samples  were  placed  in  provisional  grade  1 
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Apart  from  the  one  sample  placed  in  grade  4# 
the  remaining  samples  could  be  considered  satisfactory. 

No  samples  were  submitted  for  Chemical  analysis 
this  year. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  continual  increase 
in  the  number  of  combinations  of  Ice-Cream  with  other 
confections  which  are  being  placed  on  sale.  This  is  a 
development  which  requires  careful  attention  and  one  which 
produces  corap li cations  over  definitions.

These  figures  show  a considerable  decrease  in  all 
types  of  food  except  tinned  fruit.  The  increase  in  this 
commodity  was  accounted  for  by  one  consignment  of  96  tins 
of  Cherries  that  were  found  to  be  unfit. 

I have  previously  reported  on  cases  arising  from 
the  presence  of  foreign  bodies  in  prepared  foods.  No  case 
arose  during  1932,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  is  evidence  of 
greater  care  in  production  and  packing. 
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(v)  Catering  Licences* 

Effective  liaison  exists  with  the  Officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pood  with  regard  to  the  issue  of  catering 
licences,  and  all  applicants  for  such  licences  are  required 
to  secure  a certificate  that  I an  satisfied  as  to  the 
suitability  of  their  premises  before  the  issue  of  a licence 
is  considered.  This  is  a most  useful  method  of  ensuring 
not  only  that  catering  premises  are  brought  up  to  standard 
before  catering  commences,  but  that  persons  who  are 
considering  the  possibility  of  launching  out  in  this  way 
are  made  aware  of  the  whole  of  our  requirements  before 
committing  themselves  in  other  ways, 

(vi)  Public  Houses. 

The  last  two  years  have  seen  detailed  reports  on 
work  done  to  bring  the  Public  Houses  in  the  district  into 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938*  Most  of  the  work  remaining  to  be  done  is  to 
be  incorporated  in  large-scale  alterations  which  are 
pending  in  respect  of  four  Houses,  Plans  have  already 
been  submitted  for  certain  of  these  schemes  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  carried  out  during  193 3*

The  Mechanics’  Institute  and  Library  Committee  gave 
consideration  to  the  facilities  at  the  Mechanics’  Institute 
for  preparing  and  serving  food,  and  it  was  decided  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  the  present  unsatisfactory  kitchen 
in  the  basement  and  to  form  a new  kitchen  and  refreshment  bar 
adjoining  the  Whist  Room  on  the  first  floor.  These  works 
were  carried  out  and  provide  a great  improvement  to  the 
standard  of  the  facilities  and  an  added  attraction  to  the 
premises  generally. 

(ix)  Clean  Food  Byelaws. 

No  contraventions  of  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  were 
noted  during  the  many  inspections  of  food  premises  and  the 
provisions  have  been  generally  accepted  by  those  concerned. 

(x)  Bakehouses. 

Thirty-one  inspections  were  made  of  the  bakehouses 
in  the  district,  and  in  one  case  of  old  premises  which 
required  considerable  improvement,  negotiations  were 
proceeding  with  the  owner  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  year  has  seen  no  great  change  in  the  degree  of 
atmospheric  pollution.  Figures  provided  by  observations 
of  soot  deposit  and  estimation  of  sulphur  content  are  set 
out  in  the  following  tables. 

It  will  be  noted  that  solid  matter  was  deposited 
at  the  average  rate  of  157*03  Tons  per  square  mile,  and 
whilst  this  figure  is  the  lowest  on  record  since  observations 
were  commenced  in  1946,  allowance  has  to  be  made  for  the 
lack  of  complete  efficiency  in  the  apparatus,  and  the 
difference  between  this  figure  and  the  highest  recorded  of 
183.88  Tons  in  1949  is  not  material. 

On  page  19  a map  is  reproduced  on  which  the  average 
sootfall  for  the  last  five  years  has  been  indicated  in  the 
form  of  a diagram.  The  area  shown  within  the  circle  may 
be  said  to  have  a deposit  related  to  the  figures  shown  by 
the  gauge,  and  including  as  it  does  the  most  densely 
developed  area  of  the  district,  to  indicate  the  degree  of 
pollution  attendant  on  such  development.  The  remainder 
of  the  district,  developed  generally  to  a lesser  degree, 
may  be  presumed  to  have  a relatively  lower  average  pollution. 

Members  will  realise  that  industrial  pollution 
averaged  over  the  district  is  small,  and  that  the  greatest 
contributor  to  the  soot  that  falls  day  by  day  is  the 
domestic  chimney.  In  these  days  when  it  is  so  fashionable 
for  various  local  and  national  Bodies  to  launch  campaigns 
against  the  social  evils  of  our  time,  it  is  surprising  that 
it  is  left  to  advisory  committees  of  local  authorities  such 
as  our  West  Riding  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  and  to 
the  National  Smoko  Abatement  Society  to  do  practically  sill

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the  propaganda  work  for  the  abatement  of  this  evil* 

With  this  point  in  mind,  I am  pleased  to  record  that 
during  1952  the  Council  became  members  of  the  National 
Smoke  Abatement  Society  and  are  now  represented  by  me 
on  the  Divisional  Council.  It  was  also  my  honour,  for 
the  tenth  year,  to  represent  Urban  District  Councils  on  the 
West  Riding  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

The  graph  produced  on  page  20  indicates  by  the 
height  of  chimneys  the  monthly  sootfall,  from  which  it 
will  be  noticed  that  generally  the  figures  are  low  during 
the  months  when  few  domestic  fires  are  in  use,  another 
proof  of  the  very  considerable  contribution  made  by 
domestic  grates  to  the  total  deposited  matter. 

The  figures  for  the  individual  constituents  of  the 
deposit  shown  on  page  17  follow  the  usual  trend.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  figures  for  Tar  have  returned  to  a more 
normal  amount. 

Our  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  B.  Holmes  for 
permission  to  use  his  garden  at  78,  Broadgate  Walk  for 
the  stationing  of  the  soot  deposit  gauge  and  the  gauge 
for  the  estimation  of  sulphur. 

A new  source  of  pollution  was  provided  by  the 
opening  of  a new  factory  in  Calverley  Lane,  where  the 
treatment  of  cotton  with  acetic  acid  gave  rise  to  nuisance 
due  to  the  escape  into  the  atmosphere  of  considerable  amounts 
of  acetic  acid  vapour.  Improvements  to  the  ventilating 
system  provided  to  the  vats  in  which  treatment  takes  place 
resulted  in  some  reduction  of  the  concentration  of  this 
pollution •

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  the 
district,  that  of  soap  boiling,  and  this  is  restricted  to 
one  factory  which  is  operated  under  good  conditions.

Routine  disinfection  has  taken  place  following  the 
removal  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  to  Hospital,  and  in 
some  cases  terminal  disinfection  has  been  carried  out  after 
the  recovery  of  patients  nursed  at  home. 

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  our 
disinfestation  services  to  deal  with  bed  bugs,  fleas,  etc., 
but  our  assistance  is  frequently  sought  by  the  occupiers  of 
premises  concerned  with  a wide  range  of  other  types  of 
infestation,  including  crickets,  ants,  cockroaches,  wasps 
and  hornets.  Effective  action  was  taken  in  all  cases  and 
tho  residents  showed  great  appreciation  of  this  service.

The  Council' 3 policy  of  assisting  occupiers  of 
premises  who  are  unfortunate  enough  to  he  infested  with 
rats  or  mice  has  been  continued,  and  the  public  respond 
very  well  in  giving  information  regarding  infestations. 

Methods  mentioned  in  previous  reports  were  continued 
and  generally  occupiers  have  been  willing  to  carry  out 
ratproofing  subsequent  to  our  dealing  with  the  infestations. 

Fourteen  infestations  were  dealt  with  involving 
203  visits. 

The  Council' s sewers  are  remarkably  free  from  rat 
infestations  owing  to  their  comparatively  small  size  and  the 
steep  gradient  at  which  many  of  them  are  laid.  It  was 
agreed  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries  that 
we  would  carry  out  a test  baiting  of  the  sewers  during  1953* 

The  information  and  statistics  in  this  section  of  the 
report  relate  to  the  financial  year  ended  31 st  March,  1933* 

(i)  Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  was  continued  on  the  some 
basis  as  in  previous  year,  and  there  was  an  Improvement  in 
the  regularity  of  collection.  Whilst  the  general  period 
between  collections  remains  at  eight  to  ten  days,  there  was 
no  serious  interruption  of  this  routine.  In  one  part  of 
the  district  a 7-Uay  service  has  been  commenced  and  it  is 
hoped  gradually  to  extend  this  over  the  whole  of  the  district. 

The  system  of  collecting  waste  paper  separately  from, 
but  at  the  some  time  as  other  refuse,  has  been  continued 
and  the  trailers  provided  are  well  used  in  this  work. 

The  provision  of  good  storage  arrangements  at 
domestic  and  other  premises  is  a factor  closely  linked  with 
refuse  collection.  The  work  of  securing  the  provision  of 
proper  dustbins  is  one  which  entails  a considerable  amount 
of  work,  and  I think  the  Council  would  do  well  to  consider 
again  the  possibility  of  themselves  supplying  all  dustbins 
by  one  of  the  various  available  methods. 

(ii)  Refuse  disposal  - tipping. 

The  controlled  tipping  site  at  Calverley  Bridge  has 
continued  in  uso  for  the  disposal  of  all  unsalvageable 
material  collected  in  this  service.  The  Tip  has  also  been 
well  utilised  by  other  Departments  of  the  Council  and  local 
firms  as  on  outlet  for  a miscellaneous  collection  of 
unwanted  material,  some  of  which  we  have  been  able  to 
utilise  as  covering  material,  but  despite  this  assistance 
we  have  remained  lamentably  short  of  suitable  material  for 
this  purpose  and  the  Tip  has  not  been  covered  to  an  adequate 
degree. 

The  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  visited  the 
Calverley  Bridge  site  on  the  7th  April  for  consideration  of 
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the  possibility  of  utilising  some  of  the  land  for 
playing  fields,  and  the  Parks  Committee  were  offered  the 
use  of  part  of  a field  in  which  tipping  operations  have 
not  yet  commenced.  This  project  was  ultimately  abandoned, 
the  cost  of  the  levelling  of  a suitable  area  being 
considered  too  high. 

( iii)  Refuse  disposal  - Salvage. 

The  last  report  mentioned  the  high  and  unrealistic 
prices  which  were  being  paid  for  wast e paper  during  1951* 
and  the  unbalanced  state  of  the  market  in  the  early  weeks 
of  1952. 

The  waste  paper  market  has  always  had  its  ups  and 
downs  and  a very  difficult  period  was  experienced  in  1949  , 
but  it  was  not  anticipated,  at  least  in  so  far  as  local 
authorities  were  concerned,  that  the  see- saw  action  would 
be  quite  as  rapid,  or  that  the  fall  in  the  market  in  1952 
would  be  so  marked. 

The  efforts  to  stimulate  local  authorities1 
collections,  which  were  so  successful  in  1 951 > had  to  be 
reversed  during  1952,  and  efforts  made  to  provide  for  a 
uniform  reduction  in  the  amount  of  waste  paper  produced 
included  an  appeal  to  all  concerned  to  carry  out  a pruning 
of  their  activities  without  severing  their  lines  of  supply 
completely, . 

As  the  Council  had  been  farseeing  enough  to  provide 
a guaranteed  outlet  for  your  material,  the  major  problem  of 
being  able  to  dispose  of  your  collections  during  the  period 
of  recession  did  not  arise,  although  at  the  request  of  the 
Waste  Paper  Co-ordinating  Committee  we  did  agree  to  a 
temporary  quota  so  as  to  preserve  an  even  flow  of  material 
from  all  sources*  This  was  agreed  to  in  June  and  was  still 
in  operation  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  activities  of 
the  Waste  Paper  Co-ordinating  Committee,  on  which  I had  the 
responsibility  of  representing  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
Association,  continued  during  the  year  and  the  position 
arising  from  various  developments  was  kept  under  review. 

In  order  to  produce  some  stability  in  local  authorities' 
operations,  the  Paper  and  Board  Manufacturers  agreed  to  an 
extension  of  the  minimum  guaranteed  price  of  £6,10.0.  per  Ton 
to  the  31 st  March,  1954. 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  is 
shown  below,  the  total  being  a drop  of  over  50^  on  the 
previous  year.  This  reduction  is  mainly  due  to  the  fall 
in  the  price  of  waste  paper  and  to  a lesser  degree  to  the 
fall  in  the  price  of  other  salvageable  articles 
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The  payment  of  a salvage  bonus  was  continued  and  details 
of  payments  made  are  set  out  below.

( iv)  Street  Cleansing. 

It  is  evident  that  the  public  have  little  appreciation 
of  the  problems  of  maintaining  an  effective  street  cleansing 
service,  for  they  add  to  the  inherent  difficulties  of  the 
work  an  ever-increasing  amount  of  litter.  Not  only  do  we 
find  the  expected  'bus  tickets  and  cigarette  packets,  but  also 
large  pieces  of  wrapping  paper  and  whole  newspapers  that 
could  not  be  dropped  on  the  road  unnoticed. 

This  deliberate  littering  of  the  roads  and  the 
parallel  nuisance  of  the  fouling  of  footways  by  dogs,  are 
both  matters  which  should  give  rise  to  some  promptings  of 
the  conscience  of  those  responsible,  but  unfortunately  the 
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public  are  becoming  so  used  to  regarding  all  such  items 
as  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  that  conscience  has 
no  chance  to  make  itself  felt. 

Weeds,  the  legacy  of  delayed  road  maintenance  and 
poor  street  cleansing  service  during  and  after  the  War, 
continue  to  take  up  much  of  the  time  of  the  available 
labour. 

Criticism  is  constantly  levelled  at  the  efficiency 
of  our  efforts  at  mechanical  sweeping.  It  is  admitted 
that  the  machine  does  not  deal  with  footpaths,  often  leaves 
a muddy  streak  on  the  roads,  and  does  not  deal  effectively 
with  the  corners  formed  between  channel  and  kerb,  but  it 
does  very  effectively  pick  up  many  tons  of  refuse  from  the 
roads  each  day.  If  the  work  done  is  not  comparable  with 
manual  sweeping,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  low  wage 
earning  street  sweeper  of  the  1930' s has  gone,  and  that 
even  if  equivalent  labour  were  available  to-day,  which  it 
is  not,  it  is  doubtful  whether  we  could  afford  to  go  back 
to  such  a system. 

Highway  engineers  are  gradually  providing  the  country 
with  road  surfaces  which  are  very  much  better  for  mechanical 
sweeping  than  the  deep  channelled  roads  of  the  last  century, 
and  this  factor,  coupled  with  increasing  efficiency  in  new 
editions  of  rood  sweeping  machines,  has  permanently  transferred 
street  sweeping  into  a mechanical  operation.  The  transition 
period  is  a difficult  one,  but  as  road  surfaces  are  improved, 
so  will  the  street  sweeping  service,

CONCLUSION 


The  new  Depot  at  Calverley  Bridge,  mentioned  in  my 
last  report,  was  Brought  into  use  on  the  1st  April,  1952, 
and  rapidly  proved  of  extreme  value  in  •oncentrating  all  the 
Department*  s transport  on  one  site*  As  the  site  of  this 
Depot  is  only  the  width  of  a roadway  from  the  tipping  site, 
maximum  centralisation  has  now  Been  achieved.  In  addition 
to  housing  the  Department*  s vehicles  the  Depot  is  also 
utilised  to  a considerable  extent  for  paper  salvage 
activities,  and  with  the  recession  in  the  waste  paper  trade 
the  amount  of  Baled  material  held  in  stock  considerably 
increased,  and  provided  a considerable  embarrassment  , 
crowding  as  it  did  into  the  portion  of  the  Depot  allocated 
for  the  housing  of  vehicles. 

The  1940  Bedford  and  the  1943  Karrier  are  due  for 
replacement,  and  trials  were  made  during  the  early  part  of 
1953  of  the  S.D.  Fore  & Aft  tipping  vehicle  and  the  Karrier 
’Gamecock*  10  cu.yd,  vehicle  operating  in  the  various  parts 
of  the  district.  These  trials  were  not  completed  during  the 
year  and  details  of  the  results  will  be  included  in  my 
next  report. 

After  so  many  years  of  reporting  inaction  with 
regard  to  the  problem  of  inadequacy  of  public  conveniences, 
it  is  pleasing  to  record  the  acceptance  by  the  Council  of  a 
scheme  for  providing  a new  convenience  for  men  and  women  in 
King  George  Road,  adjacent  to  the  ’bus  terminus  and  shopping 
area  in  Broadgate  Lane.  Ministry  sanction  to  the  proposal 
was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

To  the  many  who  have  so  materially  assisted  in  the 
work  recorded  above,  and  especially  to  my  very  loyal  staff  - 
my  grateful  thanks.
